Upon lcsurjftiug }ou.r pension after ten 
months of vacation, it is a subject of con- 
gratulation, that, during that period of a 
' seed time and harvest," a beneficent Prov- 
j idence has blessed our people "in their 
I basket and in their store, that "the pes- 
I tilence that walketh in darkucss, and the 
' destruction that wasteth at noonday," has 
I been withheld ; for which, with thankful 
hearts, we should ''bless His holy name. ' 
Onr fields have yielded abundant harvests ; 
flocks and herds have been multiplied ! and 
j the material interests of our people have 
prospered, notwithstanding the great 
change in our labor system, which, at the 
beginning of the year, cast a gloom 
our prospects aud hopes. 

Having at the commencement of your 
session communicated with you by regular 
biennial message, now, upon the resump- 
tion oayour labors, it is only deemed nec- 
essary, in this special communication, to 
law before you some matters which have 
arisen, and such as have assumed increas- 
ed importance, cinee your adjournment. 

The civil war through which we have 
just passed has left upon us some evil- ol 
a civil as well as of a political character. 
It has left an increase of lawless spirits, 
and consequent increase of criminal acts ; | urou 
yet a remarkable degree of quiet and order ' ed the docket 
has prevailed, far beyond the hopes of the 
most sanguine. 

The teturn of so many to the walk of 
peaceful life after years of sanguinary con- 
flict, and the prompt obedience yielded, 
and support given to the enforcement of 
law and order, while it may justly command 
the wonder aud admiration of the world, 
to us only demonstrates the superiority of 
a people who engage in conflict, not to 
overthrow, but maintain the right. Differ- 
ing, as did our people, a* to the right, yet 
when it was determined by the ultimnt atio 
j>opultt, they have, as a body, United to up- j dependent 
hold and maintain the right to determined 



that of the soldier, as it was the remiss- 
ness of the officers in failing to maintain 
and enforce discipline, and proper observ- 
ance of the rules of legitimate warfare. — 
Btal when the war ended, and tin soldier^ 
was discharged, and had returned to the 
peaceful walks of life, and resumed his 
place as a citizen, the whole purpose of 
punishment as to the soldier ceased. 

Criminal punishment is neither to re- 
dress the wrong, nor to benefit the crimi- 
nal, but by it rwnkfth of ifaWat. to res- 
train others from like offenses, and pro- 
tect society. It does not benefit the mur- 
derer to Mm] Ntaei ll0r d ues > 4 restore the 
dead ; but the example of punishment de- 
ters others from committing like offense. 

Had the soldier, while in the service, 
been punished, by either military or civil 
tribunals, for his offenses as a soldier, the i 
example would huve prevented recurring 
wrongs. This was uot done, as it should 
have been ; aud now there are no soldiers 
to be controlled by example; consequent- 
ly, the purpose of punishment in such I 
cases has been forestalled by peace. 

The only thing which punishment in j 
such eases can now satisfy is the private I 
vengeance of injured parties, who will not j 
forgive, and who cannot understand ir/iy j 
• u ar i' ((siio( rnrrird on penn-hly. 

The peace and harmony of society are 
too great a boon to be sacrificed to the 
gratification of a vengeful spirit. 

If the returned soldier be held to an- 
swer indictments in the civil courts lor acts 
which he, as a soldier, committed — how 
wrong soever they may have been — it will 
array every community, where such trials 
arc had. in bitter conflict and tierce hos- 
tility, upon the sides they respectively es- 
poused during the war. Juries will divide 
upon the same line, and fail to agree : and 
witnesses will testify with the same lean 
ilgs. Continued strife, bitterness, and 
hostility, upon the war issues, will be kept 
alive, aud a general demoralization of com- 
munities be the result. 

Moreover, it should be borne in mind 
that most, if not all, of the offences tm 
which soldiers staud indictee were com- 
mitted by them under the mistaken notion 
that by su-h acts they were aiding their 
cause in punishing an enemy, and not with 
a ftkmiom* intent. This conviction upon 
the part of the soldier, as to his rights and 
duties to his cause was strengthened by the 
fact that the words and conduct of his sup- 
erior officers tended to encourage rather 
than restrain him. He saw such things 
cither comman.Ioi or authorized to be done 
by superior officers, or at least pernittcd 
to pass unrcbuked- cxccpt by n smile 
and wink. 

Thus was the soldier led to believe (h it 
he, by those very things for which he 
stands indicted, was doing service to his 
side of the battle. Saul of Tarsus, with 
authority to persecute from city It city, 
and bind and scourge Christians, thought 
he was doing flod's services! - It required 
a light ubove that of the noonday aim, and 
an audible voice of warning from (Jod, to 
convince I'aul ol his error and sin. 

The light of peace has been sufficient to 
i enlighten our soldiers of either army, aud 
j raturn them to the quiet walks of life with 
a due regard for law and order, and pro- 
per respect to the rights of their fellow- 
! citizens. 

Shall they now be pursued and huuted 
r ! down through the courts by those who 
j shared with neither the dangers of the 
conflict ? Shall those who remained at 
home be permitted to perpetuate the war 
indefinitely, now that armed hostilities 
have ceased, and the way of peace is open ? 
Shall we have 'peace with forgiveness of 
the past, and restoration of the old rela- 
tions of friendship ; or war. waged through 
the courts, with vengeance for a leader, 
false oaths and partial jurors as the aveng- 
I ing hosts? 

To avoid the dire calamities of a con- 
j tinued and corrupting strife, so fur as 
I i...„..„ht before me, I have promptly reliev- 
by pardon.

CRIMINAL COllE. 

Your attention is invited to the proprie- 
ty and justice of amending our Criminal 
Code, so as to graduate the puuishment.s 
more aptly to the degree of criminality. 

Our code ndheres to the penalty of death 
in all grades of murder, whether commit 
ted upon deHberutiun and forethought, or 
in sudden passion, provoked by insult, but 
not sufficiently great to reduce to man- 
slaughter. The result has been that a 
cm viction can seldom be had, where hu 
man infirmity appeals to the charity of hu- 
man nature. 

The popular judgment has long, and, I 
think, wisely been averse to such extreme 
penalty in the class of causes where malice 
aforethought is implied from the absence 
of griidt prm MM ation, as measured by the 
law. Although the feelings may be out- 
raged and the person insulted almost to 
phrensy by words and gestures, yet our 
Code makes no allowance therefore; but 
denounces the slayer as equally guilty 
with him who lies wait or poisons, or pre- 
pares himself and deliberately hunts down 
and slays his victim. The result of this 
hard, indiscriminating Code has been, and 
will continue to be. that, the humanity of 
the people being so far in advance of the 
humane discriminations of the law-giver, 
convictions cannot be had for this grade of 
offense. Juries disagree until witnesses 
die or remove from the country, and the 
prosecution is worn out by delay. 

Murder should be classified into murder 
in tho first and second degree. Murder 
in the first degree to consist in killing upon 
deliberation and forethought, or in the at- 
tempt to commit some other felony, and to 
be punished with death. Murder in the 
second decree t j consist in the killing in 
sudden passion, without previous delibera- 
tion, but upon such provocation as is not, 
in law, deemed sufficiently great to reduce 
to manslaughter; the punishment to begin 
where manslaughter ends. 

It is also suggested that you consider 
the practicability of establishing a House 
of Correction or Hcfonn, to which youth- 
ful offenders may be sent, instead of the 
penitentiary. It is now a very appropri- 
ate time for the subject to be considered, 
as the large number of convicts now in the 
penitentiary, with a prospect of a large in- 
crease nt the numbers, renders it necessary 
that you make some provision for their 
keeping. There are now HI convicts in 
the peniteutiary. 'M\ of whom arc white 
males, '.> white females. I Hi colored males, 
and S0 colored females. There being on- 
ly :!7."i cells or sleeping-rooms — and they 
small— a large number have to be doubled, 
thus rendering it insecure, aud unhealthy. 

Quite l number of those confined aro 
youthfnl offenders —not pardoned crimi- 
nals — and ought to be reformed and re- 
claimed to society and usefulness. '*In 
life's morning march' they have strayed 
from honest courses, and, by our system 
of punishment, they arc declared in/amout 
and their youth handed over to shame. — 
At the <///<//• of ju.*ti<-<-('>) their young hopes 
aud joyous spiritsjay blighted; and a ray 
of hope may scarcely visit their prison to 
cheer the young heart, and light their way 
to an honorable and useful life. This is a 
refinement upon barbarism, and unworthy 
an enlightened and Christian age. Pro- 
fessing humanity, we practice cruelty 



promptly met. No provisions being made 
for tliis ela*s, they are* Ml as a tliargl 
upon their foruwr master or M iMatJNsi 
for. This should not be. Without any 
■eeesfity of increasing our hospitals, ad- 
ditions can be made, convenient to the pre- 
sent Asylums, expressly for this class, and 
place tntiu under the present and future 
Superintendents of the Rasters and West- 
ern Lunatic Asylums. 

Before passing from the subject ..f the 
colored population, it is deemed proper to 
suggest a careful revision of all the laws 
in reference to that class. The sudden 
■ nd radical change oftheir rotations from 
slavery to freedom, their interior condi- 
tion and dependent situation, require that 
wise and just legislation, devoid of the 
predjudiees of party or r»ce, should be 
adopted to secure them in peaVeable enjoy- 
ment of life, liberty and pioperty. It is to 
be regretted that the bill No !M, reported 
to the Senate -luring your first sersioa, by 
the Conunittce on the Judiciary, did not 
then become a law, as it fully met the re 
quireraeuts of justice, and would have 
avoided some unpleasant conflicts of juris- 
diction between the State and Federal au- 
thorities. You will now have an opportu 
nity to perfect your legislation upon this 
subject, with an enlarged experience, and 
better comprehension of the duties and ne- 
cessities of the occasion. 

I trust your wise and prudent legistntioi. 
may be such as to remove the flimsy pre- 
tences of an unreasoning fanaticism for 
any further disregard of the Constitution 
of our fathers, through Kreedmc i's Uu 
reaus and Civil Rights bills. 

Your attention will also be directed to 
the adoption of such laws as may encour- 
age aud invite emigration to the State of 
a suoerior class of laboring population — 
Freedom bestowed upon the inferior race 
of man withdraws from him the protecting 
care of the superior, and leaves him to 
meet the superior race in the struggle of 
life, and must by a universal law of nature, 
rapidly destroy from among us the inferior 
race. The Indian, though superior to the 
uegro, vanishes before the progress of our 
race, aud testifies by his decay the resist- 
less course of natural law True states- 
manship admouishea us to make timely 
provision for the supply of a laboring pop- 
ulation. 

Until ' the leopard can change his spots" 
or "the Kthiopian his skin," will all the 
efforts of fanaticism to repeal or utility 
God's laws be unavailing. 

As auxiliary to the object of promoting 
immigration, it is suggested that you pro- 
vide by law for the aunual collection of 
statistics of population and productions — 
agricultural, mechanical, mineral. «t c. 

This may readily be done through the 
assessors of tax for a very trifling addi- 
tional cost, and will be of much advantage 
in promoting immigration, as well as giv- 
ing to our farmers, mechanics, miners, and 
others important and guiding information 
to their interests. 

We have no arrangment by which these 
important statistics can be ascertained; and 
provision should be made for tho future 
in reference thereto. The vast mineral 
wealth of our State remains a secret — bur- 
ied from the world of industry and enter- 
prise. Tt should be brought to view 
through the use of proper instrumentali- 
ties — by geologicat surveys, internal im- 
provements, and by suitable cucourage- 
ments to enlist enterprise, capital, and lab- 
or.

others by all appropriate means at her 
command. We cannot consent to the over- 
throw and destruction of our government 
in the hour of its triumph. The constitu- 
tional unity ofthe States, and the rightful 
obligations it imposes, have been t ne e es s- 
fully asserted and vindicated by the valor 
and blood of our sons ; aud we will not 
uow consent to the destruction of States, 
whosa stars gem our national flag, and 
whose people are oar people, whatever may 
have beeu their pa.-t errors. Turn alleg- 
iance — how — is the only proper test of 
loyalty to the existing government, Let 
this test be applied, admit or exclude whom 
it may. 

To make the support of a proposed 
change in the form of government the test 
of loyalty t ,Jthe existing constitutional gOW- 
enment, is far more iniquitous and unjust 
than to make the past dhelojaltj a perpet- 
ual test. The former abuses and destroys 
manhood — the latter denies repentance 
and reform. 

Pledges to support aud maintain ■ gov- 
ernment may be writer on paper- but they 
can only be given in the heart. The vol"- 
untary consent to support and Main tail 
a government is the only true pledge — 
This cannot be obtained by a policy in 
conflict with constitutional rights, and 
which oppresses and aliases those from 
whom the pledge is exacted. A true states- 
manship never yields principle to the far* 
of the timid, the hate of the sectional, the 
exactions of the covetous, nor the desires 
of the partisan. If these be discarded 
from our national councils, the wisdom of 
the Constitution will prevail, the hopes of 
the patroit revive, our discords be ended, 
and our security established. 

I cannot close this communication with 
out mention ofthe death of our late Seen 
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Democratic Harmony. 

It is with regret that we see manifested 
by politicians, a disposition to barter the 
entire interests ofthe State upon mere par- 
tisan grounds. The cause of Democracy 
and Conservatism in Kentucky, is in peril, 
not from tho enemies of those principles, 
D ut from those who claim to be friends. 
Why th is is so. can hardly be imagined, 
except upon the presumptiou. that the wild 
rage for office actuates those upon whom 
patriotism and statesmanship should have 
the most powerful influence. But it is a 
commentary upon the times, upon which 
we have fallen, that men whose talents and 
influence entitle them to leadership, are 
sometimes found unfit for the responsibili- 
ty. They nrc unsafe and dangerous coun- 
sellors, and their example is only fraught 
with evil to the State. For these general 
remarks we have no particular application, 
and hope that the history of parties in this 
State, may not give an application to them 
But we have much reasou to fear that the 
action of our legislators in delaying the 
election of I'nited States Senator upon 
mere personal grounds, will subject them 
to the charge of neglect of public interest.

THE I'MITET) STATES TEST OATH. 

Associate Justice Field also delivered 
the opinion of the Court in the >.c parte 
ease of Garland and Marr, who, taking 
part in the rebellion, ask to be readmitted 
to practice. The Court held that, as the 
statute imposes a punishment which may 
not have imposed at the time the offense 
wascommited, it is in its nature as exjptmt 
facto law. Attorneys are not officers of 
Courts, and hold their offices during good 
behavior. The Court is not the register 
of edicts of any other power. The appli- 
cants obtained a pardon from the Presi- 
dent, which relieves them from the conse- 
quence of their offenses and makes the 
citizen, in the eye of the law, what he was 
before the offense was committed. Con- 
gress cannot limit the yrerogative of mer- 
cy. It cannot be fettered by legislative 
restriction. It followed that the prayer 
of the petitioner must be granted, and. and 
also the prayer of Mr. Marr. The rule 
which requires attorneys to take the test 
oath must be recinded. 

Associate Justie: Miller for himself, tint 
Cheif Justice, and his Associates Swayne 
and Davis, read a dissenting opinion, main- 
taining that practice iu Court is a privi- 
ledge; attorneys are subject to legislation 
the same as Judges. The law makes no 
distiuctiou, but requires all civil and uni- 
tary officers to. take the same oath. At- 
torneys exert a marked influence on the 
character of the Government. If all at 
torueys iu the South had been faithful to 
the allegiance they are required to the 
swear, we should have been spared the 
horors of rebellion. It was not claimed 
by the majority of the Court, that the) law 
works attainder of blood, therefore this is 
not a bill of attainder, nor docs it appear 
that it convicted auy designated persons, 
or declared punishment to persons who ar- 
rayed themselves iu hostility to the Gov- 
ernment, and gave aid aud comfort to the 
enemy, forfeited theii right to appear in 
Court. 

This was not a crimiual but civil pro- 
ceeding, which affected private rights re- 
trospectively. 

With regard to tho Missouri cases the 
qestions involved rested with the State ; 
the constitutional restriction that Congress 
shall make no law abridging the freedom 
of religion, wss not applicable. Justice 
Story ays the whole power was left to the 
State, to be exercised according to its judg- 
ment. The Constitution of Missouri says 
on such persons us are described shall ex- 
ercise their functions unless they show 
their loyalty. Cases were quoted in snp- 
port of these points.

It moves* and 
breathes in agitation. "and lives on the gall 
and bitterness of strife. Its Unionism 
would strike down States and blot out 
star? from the national flag : its philan- 
thropy s brutal thir«t for blood ; and it« 
loyalty treason ffgaiast the Constitution. " 

• Mi Chairman— Abolitionism has now 
temporary control of this- Government; it 
shape* it- own policy, has everything its 
own way. and is fasl working out its own 
destruction in the .yes of all thinking 
men. It is doomed, and will certainly fall 
hwyond flu- reach of any political resump- 
tion. The danger is it may dra-j down 
the Government with it But if this Gov 
ernment shall escape shipwreck and ruin, 
the fieopie will learu one salut:ir> lesson, 
dearly LoUgnt and not easily l'Jrgotton. 
and that is. never to trust their Govern- 
ment and liberty in tbe hands of ft fanatic- 
al and sc.. .iona! party ftflftja Sir 1 have 
ever felt for our form of Government the 
deepest devotion. A« tbe mother would 
bend over the couch of her dying child, 
and hope for restoration while there was 
life and breath, so would 1 hope for and 
eling to this Government And vet I de- 
clare I have no hope, none whatever, from 
the present Radical policy; it never can 
save the Government and restore the I n 
ion ; to my mind that is just as certain as* 
if all were now swallowed up and lost in 
anarchy aud blood. 

In a speech delivered the 2m1i of April 
last, in Congress, upou the restoration of 
tbe Union, in giving the sjsjsjsjM of our late 
troubles, he says :
